HORRIBLE WORK OF FIRE IN A 


CANADIAN FARM HOUSE. 


The Mother and Seven Children Perish 
in the Cruel Flame*—Various 
Other Disaster*. 


M ontreal, Que., March 
IO.—Mrs. 
Onesime Colerette, the wife of a wealthy 
Canadian farmer, and her seven children 
were burned to death yesterday in their 
home near Cote St. Michael, five miles 
from this city. 
The family lived in a 
large stone house. 
At an early hour the 
building took lire, and before assistance 
could be given it was burned to the 
ground. 
Colerette had left the house to 
attend to his work about the farm, aud 
on returning found the place in flames. 
He tried to rescue his family, but was 
overcome by his horror and fainted. He 
was terribly burned and may die of his 
injuries. 
The fire is supposed to have 
been caused by the explosion of a can of 
kerosene oil. 
As soon as Colerette saw the flames he 
rushed toward the house. 
At the door 
he w as met by a burst of flames which 
set fire to his scarf, and his hands, neck, 
and whiskers were badly scorched be­ 
fore he could tear it off. 
Then he ran 
to the rear. 
Only smoke was coming 
out of this door, and into it Colerette 
dashed. 
He got as far as the door of 
the sleeping apartm ent, but here was a 
solid wail of flames. 
The floor was burning beneath his 
feet, the ceiling was burning over his 
head, and the four walls of the room in 
which he was were burning fiercely. To 
get to the stairway leading to the upper 
floor was utterly impossible unless he 
dashed into the seething caldron of fire 
wherein he had last seen his wife. 
He 
could see the bed, but it was a mass of 
flames and empty. 
He felt himself being overcome by the 
smoke and heat, and, seeming to go 
mad, as he now explains it, and not 
knowing w hat he did he made a rush for 
the door through which he had entered. 
It was afire, but Colerette got through 
and out in the air. 
All his clothes were 
burned and he sank to the ground. 
The neighbors had now arrived and 
while some of them dragged Colerette 
out of the reach of the tongues of fire 
and extinguished the flames which had 
caught his clothes others ran for reme­ 
dies. 
He was conveyed to a neighbor’s 
house and medical aid was summoned, 
but though conscious, he is not expected 
to live. 
Perhaps a dozen people had arrived on 
the scene within five minutes after the 
explosion took place, but even then it 
was impossible 
to 
approach within 
twenty-five feet of the building. 
Tho 
ground around it seemed to be ablaze, 
and the men who dragged Colorctte out 
of further danger were badly singed. 
There was no fire apparatus In the vil­ 
lage and the fire had to be allowed to 
burn itself out, the roof falling in twen­ 
ty minutes after the fire began, and the 
wooden walls melting away ten minutes 
later. 
The search for the bodies of the cre­ 
mated had just begun when two bodies, 
charred beyond all 
recognition, but 
evidently those of the 13-year old girl 
and one of the boys, were found along 
side of the foundation, outside of where 
the wall had been. They had probably 
fallen out of the upper windows and 
the flames and smoke from below hid 
them from the lookers-on, and being 
helpless on the ground they had roasted 
to death outside the house. 
L ater on the trunk of Mrs. Colerette 
was found. 
The arms and legs were en­ 
tirely burned off. 
About 2 p. rn. the 
searchers found a tiny leg, or the bones 
of one, with the flesh burned off. 
T hat 
was ail th at remained of eight persons 
Mrs. Colerettd was 43 years old. 
The 
children burned were four girls aud 
three boys.

RELIGIOUS 
INTELLIGENCE. 


The name of Dr. Thwing of Minneap, 
oils is mentioned in connection with tho 
vaoant presidency of Oberlin college. 
The opinion Is crystalizing that a 
great American missionary confcrenco 
should bo held in this country in 1893 to 
consider especially tho futuro of tho 
Latln-Amerlcan republics. 
The Rev. Albert Gallatin Morton of 
Amesbury. Mass., is still preaching in a 
pulpit that ho has regularly filled since 
1835, ‘‘without, in a singlo instance, 
writing out a sermon.” 
Switzerland has 1,163 Sunday schools, 
with 5,459 teachers, and « ,o o o scholars. 
Sweden has 3,340 Sunday schools, with 
15,000 teachers, and 230,000 scholars. 
Austria has 140 Sunday schools, w ith 312 
teachers, and 4,519 scholars. 
most costly book in the world is a 
Bible in Hebrew. 
An offer of its weight 
in gold was once made, and it was ascer­ 
tained that this offer amounted to $ 1 0 2 - 
was re*used, and the volume 
la still in tho library of the Vatican. 
Twelve hundred converts have been 
baptized in the Baptist mission in Rus- 
sia in the last five years. 
Tho mission 
Is principally among the German colo­ 
nists in south Russia. 
Thero is also a 
successful mission in Roumaniaand Bul­ 
garia. 


Baptist progress in Sweden is one of 
m e most remarkable religious move­ 
ments of tho present time. 
Revivals 
w o constant. In twenty years the num- 
*rer of church members has advanced 
from 7,900 to 32,308. 
The baptisms in 
1888 were 2,390. 
Mr. Moody says of mechanics as a 
class: “None of the churches reach 
them .” 
They find other ways of spend­ 
ing their time and money than in sup­ 
porting religious institutions. 
“In the 
evenings they go to saloons and places of 
amusement.” 


The Presbyterian church presents the 
strange sight of an organization in which 
e large body of men have subscribed to 
a constitution which they do not ap- 
f 
>rove, to a creed which they do not be­ 
leve, and to a phraseology whose cor­ 
rectness they challenge. 
T hirty years ago the first Christian 
church in Japan was organized, w ith 
Sixteen members. 
Now there are 250 
churches with 2,509 members. 
In five 
years the members have increased from 
350 to 433, the native ministers from 50 
to 142, and licentiates and helpers from 
160 to 287. 


A M ethodist church has just been ded­ 
icated at Liberal, Mo., although when 
that town was started eight or nine 
Jears ago a compact was entered into by 
tho founders that they would have no 
Bible, no God, no church, no bell, and a 
reward was offered for a conversion to 
Christianity in the place.

Norway even yet uses corn for coin. 
In India cakes of tea pass as currency, 
and in China pieces of silk.
